This regulatory amendment is being proposed to better protect the Commonwedth and local
governments from the burden of costs associated with abandoned solid waste disposd, trandfer,
and treatment facilities. The amendment requires submission of documentation that enables the
Department to verify that mechanisms are funded to the required amounts. Also the amendment
incorporates statutory changes that have been enacted since the regulations were last amended.
The regulations are dso being updated to maintain consistency with federa regulations.

State Authority

Section 10.1-1402 of the Virginia Waste Management Act, Chapter 14 (Section10.1-1400 et
seg.) of Title 10.1 of the Code of Virginia, authorizes the Virginia Waste Management Board to
promulgate and enforce regul ations necessary to carry out its powers and duties and the intert of
the chapter and federal law. Specificaly, Section 10.1-1410 of the Act authorizes the Board to
promulgate regulations which ensure thet, if a solid waste treatment, transfer or disposa facility
is abandoned, the costs associated with protecting the public hedth and safety from the
consequences of such abandonment may be recovered from the person abandoning the facility.

During the 2000 General Assembly session, Section 10.1-1410 was amended to include transfer
fadilitiesin the universe of fadilities required to provide financid assurance. The code was also
amended to require insurance to be written by an insurer licensed pursuant to Chapter 10
(Section 38.2-1000 et seq.) of Title 38.2. This amendment incorporates the changes that were
made to the code during the 2000 General Assembly.

Any amended details of the regulation not expressy mandated by state law are designed to set
adequate leves of funding and otherwise insure that funding for closure and post-closure care is
effective in securing the mandated financia assurance. Virginiaregulations require dl landfills
materid recovery facilities, medicd wadte trestment facilities, incinerators, and composting
facilitiesto provide financid assurance. This amendment adds requirements for transfer Sations,
induding barge recaiving fadilities, to provide financia assurance with the Department. The
regulations are dso being amended to change the local government financid test to require locdl
governments that have total environmenta liabilities between 20% to 43% of their totd annua
revenues to establish arestricted sinking fund or escrow account to fund the closure and post-
closure care of the facility. Facilities required to monitor groundwater will aso be required to
provide $1 million in financid assurance with the Department if they exceed groundwater
protection standards.

Federal Authority
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Federd law mandates federd criteriafor solid waste landfill management as aguide for
the tates. In genera, §6912(a) of Subtitle D of the Resource Recovery and Conservation Act
(42 U.S.C. 6901 et seg.) authorizes the Administrator to prescribe such regulaions as are
necessary to carry out his functions with regards to solid waste. Specificdly, §6907(a)(3)
authorizes the Adminigirator to provide minimum criteria to be used by the States to define those
solid waste management practices which condtitute the open dumping of solid waste. The
guiddines dso mugt include minimum information for use in deciding the adequate location,
design, and congtruction of solid waste management facilities. Section 6944(a) requires the
Adminigrator to promulgate regulations containing criteriafor determining which facilities shal
be classified as sanitary landfills and which shall be classified as open dumps. Section 6949a (c)
provides for the promulgation of revisonsto existing criteriaand additiond criteriafor
municipa solid waste facilities. Pursuant to this authority the federa government adopted
multiple criteriafor solid waste landfills, including groundweater monitoring and financia
assurance criteria. 40 CFR Part 258 provides the federa criteria gpplicable to sanitary landfills,
including subpart G which specificaly provides the financia assurance criteria. This part
contemplates that states will use the federd criteriato design their own programs.

Federd law requires Sates to use the federd criteriaas aguide in developing and implementing
their own solid waste permit programs. 40 CFR Part 239 contains the requirements for state
solid waste permit programs to obtain find gpprova from EPA. The Department intends to
goply for fina program gpprova from EPA. By obtaining find gpprovd, the Department will be
able to act as the primary enforcement and implementation authority for this program.

Federad law and regulation mandates that States develop criteriafor sanitary landfills; therefore,
the existing financia assurance regulation was promulgated pursuant to afederal mandate.
Federal law mandates the proposed amendments, in that they are necessary to bring the
regulaion into conformance with federa law and regulation. However, the amendments are aso
necessary to provide an appropriate level of protection for the public againgt bearing the costs of
caring for abandoned solid waste facilities.

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The gods of this amendment are to structure and enhance the Department’ s ability to monitor the
financial assurance being provided for solid waste management facilities and to ensure funding is
available for closure, post-closure, and corrective action costs. Cost estimates and financid
mechanism information are to be submitted to the Department for approva. Submission of this
information asssts the Department in monitoring compliance with the regulations and, therefore,
protects local governments and the Commonwesdlth from the burden of paying for closure of an
abandoned facility.

Facilities that have dtatistically exceeded groundwater protection standards are dso being
required to provide $1 million using any of the available financid mechanisms. This money will
be avaladle to the Department for additiond financid assurance in the case of facility
abandonment during the process of salecting a corrective action remedy and this money will be
returned to the facility after it is determined that afacility isno longer satisticaly exceeding
groundwater protection standards.

These regulations must be amended to incorporate satutory changes that have taken place since
the regulations were last amended. The regulations are being amended to be more rdiably
protective of the Commonwesdlth in the cases of facility abandonment.

This amendment includes submission of documentation that enables DEQ to verify that
mechanisms are funded to the required amounts. This amendment provides more religble
protection to the Commonwedth, that in the case of facility abandonment, the funding provided
by the facility will be available for DEQ to conduct closure, post-closure or corrective action at
the fadility.

The locd government financid test mechanism has been revisad to require facilities that have
tota environmenta liabilities between 20% to 43% of the local government’ stotal annua
revenues establish afund for the purpose of saving for the closure care of the facility.  This
change strengthens the financid test by requiring cash to be placed in afund whereit is readily
available for closure of the facility. Previoudy there was no requirement for funds to be set aside
for the dlosure costs of the fadility if alocdity was using the loca government financid test.

Facilities that have statigticaly exceeded groundwater protection standards must provide $1
million usng any of the avallable financia mechanisms. Thismoney will be available to the
Department for additiond financid assurance in the case of facility abandonment during the
selection of a corrective action remedy or prior to entry into the corrective action program. This
money will be returned to the facility after it has been determined that afacility is no longer
datistically exceeding groundwater protection standards.

In addition, the Department has proposed an amendment to the regulation which would alow the
Department 120 days to notify an owner or operator of the tentative decision to accept or rgect a
proposed evidence of financid respongbility. Currently the Department is required to notify
owners or operators of the tentative decision within 45 days of receipt of the evidence.

The primary advantage to the public and locd government is the protection from having to pay
for the closure and post-closure care of abandoned solid waste management facilities. Thereis
no disadvantage to the public. By amending the regulations, the Board is continuing to protect
human hedlth and the environment.

The primary advantage to the Commonwedth is that the Commonwedlth will be better protected
from having to pay for the closure and post-closure costs associated with an abandoned solid
waste management facility. The requirement to provide $1 million financid assurance with the
Department upon exceeding groundwater protection standards further protects the Department
from the expense of paying for facility closure.

The primary disadvantage to the regulated community will be that they will be required to
provide financid assurance for more facilities, including transfer stations and barge receiving
fadilities. These facilities are required by statute to provide financid assurance.

In addition, the Department is concerned about the proposed amendment to the regulation that
alows the Department 120 days instead of 45 days to notify an owner or operator of the tentative
decision to accept or regject the proposed evidence of financial responsbility and is seeking

public comment on the proposed amendment.

The Department is currently monitoring the financia assurance provided by fadilitiesinvolved in
the digposal and treatment of solid waste. At thistime 256 permitted solid waste management
facilities are being monitored by the Department for compliance with these regulations. The
changesto the regulaions will add additiond facilities for the Department to monitor
compliance with the financid assurance regulaions. At thistime it appears that the additiona
time required to manage financid assurance for facilities regulated under the proposed regulation
will be absorbed by current Departmenta staff.

This amendment will affect localy owned solid waste facilities and privatdly owned solid waste
facilities. Anowner or operator of the following types of facilities are required to provide
financid assurance: sanitary landfills, indudtrid landfills, construction, demolition, debris

landfills, incinerators, composgting facilities, medicd waste trestment facilities, trandfer gations

and barge recelving fadilities. Currently facilities are providing between $3,570 and $45,460,000
financid assurance, depending upon facility type, closure requirements and post closure care
requirements. A statutory change enacted by the 2000 Genera Assembly now requires facilities
involved in the transfer of solid waste to provide financid assurance. This statutory change adds
an additiond 61 facilities (incdluding loca and private) to the number of solid waste management
facilities required to provide financial assurance. The Department estimates that transfer stations
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will be required to provide between $2,800 and $140,000 financial assurance. This number will
vary, depending on the maximum amount of waste atransfer facility is permitted to have on site
a agiventime. Thefinancid assurance regulations have aso been revised to require facilities
that have statistically exceeded groundwater protection standards to provide the Department with
an additiond $1 million in financid assurance. These requirements may raise the amount of
financia assurance that some facilities are required to provide.

Locdlities may need to revise their annud budgets to include cogts associated with closing thelr
solid waste management facilities. If afacility choosesto use the local governmernt financia test
and has 20 to 43% of their annual tota revenue dedicated to environmentd ligbilities insured
through financid tests, the loca government must fund a designated sinking fund or escrow
account on an annual bass. Currently 78% of loca governments are using the financid test to
provide financid assurance for their facilities.

The Department is not aware of any negative affect this regulation will have on smal businesses.

Definitions for additiond facilities that will be required to provide financia assurance have been
added.

9 VAC 20-70-41 Anaysis of this Chapter
This section is obsolete. The periodic review of these regulaionsis now required under
Executive Order No. 25 (98) and will be performed as required under the executive order.

9 VAC 20-70-50 Applicability of Chapter

This section was amended to include additiona facilities required to provide financia assurance
due to agtatutory change. Thisamendment will add transfer sations and barge receiving
fadilities to the universe of facilities required to provide financia assurance.

9 VAC 20-70-60 Enforcement and appedl procedures, offenses and pendties

The Department’ s enforcement manua has been updated since the financial assurance
regulations were last updated. Changes were made to this section to make the regulation
consstent with the current enforcement manua’ s procedures.

9 VAC 20-70-70 Suspensions and Revocations
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References to the Regulated Medica Waste Regulations, Vegetative and Yard Waste
Compogting Regulations and the Transportation of Solid and Medical Wastes on State Waters
regulations were added.

9 VAC 20-70-75 Forfeitures
References to the Vegetative and Y ard Waste Composting Regulations and the Trangportation of
Solid and Medica Wastes on State Waters regulations were added.

9 VAC 20-70-90 Closure, post-closure and corrective action requirements

During any apped of a determination of the amount of financia assurance required, the owner or
operator of alandfill facility not closed shdl demondrate financid assurance. The amount of
financid assurance shall be the lesser of the Department’ s estimate or the following default
amounts. $200,000 per acre of fill for Sanitary Landfills or $150,000 per acre of fill for
Congtruction Demalition Débris Landfills and Indugtrid Landfills. This change will further
protect the Commonweslth from the burden of having to pay for facility closure in the case of
abandonment during the appeal process.

9 VAC 20-70-111 Cod edtimate for facility closure

This section is being amended to state cost estimates must be submitted to the director for
gpprova. Thedirector may aso request an updated closure cost estimate at any time. Requests
for reduction of the closure cost estimate shal be approved by the director.

9 VAC 20-70-112 Cod edimate for facility post-closure

This section is being amended to State post-closure cost estimates must be submitted to the
director for gpproval. Requests for reduction of the post-closure cost estimate shall be approved
by the director.

9 VAC 20-70-113 Financid assurance for corrective action

A new requirement is being added to this section. Upon Statisticaly exceeding groundwater
protection standards, the facility must provide $1 million financia assurance with the
Department using any of the mechaniamsliged in aticdle 4. Thismoney will be avalable to the
Department for additiond financid assurance in the case of facility abandonment during the
selection of a corrective action remedy. The facility will be released from this requirement after
it is determined that afacility is no longer Satigticaly exceeding groundwater protection
dandards. By requiring this additiond financid assurance, the Commonwealth is being further
protected in case of facility abandonment prior to entry into the corrective action program. This
section is aso being amended to State corrective action cost estimates must be submitted to the
director for approva. Requests for reduction of the corrective action cost estimate shall be
approved by the director.

9 VAC 20-70-150 Trust Fund

This section has been changed to clarify the formulas used to determine payments to be made
into the trust fund. Documentation must be submitted to the Department to verify that the
correct amounts have been deposited into the trust fund. Owners and operators of solid waste
management facilities other than landfills must deposit the full amount of the cost estimate into
the trust fund & the time it is established.
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9 VAC 20-70-160 Surety bond guarantesing payment or performance

A datutory change now requires surety companies to be licensed pursuant to Chapter 10 of Title
38.2. Thisrequirement has been added to this section. The section has aso been amended to
date that if the bond is not replaced 30 days prior to expiration, the director will cal or cash the
bond.

9 VAC 20-70-170 L etter of Credit
The section is being amended to require establishment of a standby trust. If the Department
cashes the letter of credit, the funds will be deposited into the standby trust.

9 VAC 20-70-180 Deposit of acceptable collateral

This section has been revised and re-titled Certificate of Depost. The Department, through
using this regulation, has determined that the certificate of deposit is an acceptable mechanism
for facilities other than sanitary landfills. The federd regulations established financid assurance
mechanisms for sanitary landfills. The Code of Virginiarequires financia assurance for
treatment, transfer and disposdl facilities. To be congstent with federd regulations, the
certificate of deposit mechanism will not be available for use by sanitary landfills. Since the
certificate of depodit is a cash mechanism, the Department is adding this section and diminating
other acceptable collateral.

9 VAC 20-70-190 Insurance
A datutory change now requires insurance companies to be licensed pursuant to Chapter 10 of
Title 38.2. This requirement has been added to this section.

9 VAC 20-70-200 Corporate financial test

In order to use the corporate financia test the Department is requiring the submission of
documentation demonstrating the current bond rating for the corporation. The corporation must
aso submit a copy of the audited financia statements and a certification stating the current
method for funding closure and post-dosure of the facility.

9 VAC 20-70-210 Locda government financia test

The financia test mechanism has been revised to require locdlities that have total environmenta
ligbilities between 20% to 43% of the loca government’ stotal annua revenues to establish a
fund for the purpose of saving for the closure care of the facility. This change to the financid
test will make locdlities that have environmentd liabilities between 20% to 43% of their totdl
annua revenues gart funding a restricted sinking fund or escrow account for closure of the
landfill. This change strengthens the financid test by requiring cash to be placed in afund for
the purpose of closure of the facility. Previoudy there was no requirement for funds to be set
adde for the closure codts of the fadility if alocdity was usng afinancid test. Theloca
government must aso submit documentation demondrating the current bond rating if available
and a certification stating the current method for funding closure and post-closure of the fadility.

9 VAC 20-70-220 Corporate guarantee
The corporation must submit a certification stating the current method for funding closure and
post-closure of the facility.
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9 VAC 20-70-230 Loca government guarantee
Thelocad government must submit a certification stating the current method for funding closure
and post-cdosure of the facility.

9 VAC 20-70-240 Other mechanisms

This section was removed. Since the addition of this section, the Department has not approved
use of an dternate mechanism. The current mechanisms are thought to provide facilitieswith a
variety of mechanisms to use to provide financid assurance that are protective of the
Commonwedth.

9 VAC 20-70-280 Discounting
This section has been removed from the regulation. Remova of discounting is believed to be
more protective of the Commonwedth.

9 VAC 20-70-290 Wording of financid mechanisms

This section has been added to the regulation to list the wording of documents that must be
submitted to the Department. This section has been added to clarify the documentation
associated with the financial mechanisms,

Alternatives

With the assstance of the technica advisory committee, the Department discussed dternatives to
the proposed regulations. The subject of requiring third party liability coverage for third party
damages for dl solid waste management facilities was discussed at length. The Department has
determined that because of the limits and conditions of the insurance policy, dong with the
gatutory requirement for insurers to be licensed pursuant to Chapter 10 of Title 38.2, that this
type of insurance was not reedily available or economicdly feasble. The dternative would be to
require facilities to provide financia assurance for third party ligbility by using the other

available mechanisms. This method was viewed as burdensome on the regulated community.
Independent lega action may be taken by citizens againg a facility to gain compensation for
damages caused by the facility.

Public Comment

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The following isasummary of the comments that were recaived during the NOIRA comment
period.

Commenters stated that they believe that the Board should view loca governments and private
corporations differently. The Department needs to congder that locdities have atax base that
they can draw from to provide fundsfor closure. Many commenters stated that the risk is higher
for private corporations to default on their financid obligations. Other commenters were
concerned about legidation introduced in the genera assembly that was continued until next
year. Some commenters stated that the means by which cost estimates are cal culated should be
reviewed.

DEQ, with the assistance of the technica advisory committee, has reviewed the financia
mechanisms that loca governments and private companies use to provide financid assurance
with the Department. The mechanisms available for use by publicly owned facilities and private
corporations were examined to determine if the mechanisms are adequate to protect the
Commonwesdlth from paying the costs of closure and post-closure for abandoned facilities.

During the technical advisory committee meetings, legidation that was continued until the next
generd assembly sesson was discussed. The committee asssted the Department in revising the
regulations to address some of the issues raised during the general assembly sesson. Asaresult,
the locd government financid test was revised and additiond certifications were added to the
regulations.

Another areareviewed and discussed was the determination of cost estimates. The current
regulations dlow for facilities to adjust the closure cost estimate. The Department agrees that it
is cogt effective and financialy sound to address closure as you go, and adjust financid
assurance to represent the area of the facility that is not closed. Currently cost estimates are
determined using a guidance document. The Department will periodicdly review the guidance
document for congstency with the regulations.

To protect public hedth and/or welfare with the least possible costs and intrusiveness to the
citizens of the Commonwedlth; and

To establish smple and effective stlandards and procedures for owners and operators of solid
waste management facilities to obtain financid assurance for closure, post-closure care and
corrective action in the case of their insolvency so that the costs of the actions necessary to
prevent damages to the public hedth, safety and welfare of the citizens affected by the
abandoned facility are borne by the owners and operators and the users of their services.
